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Election Called 


Popularity Test

The 1956 National Election 
looked as if it had turned into 
a race between a very popular 
party---the Democratic Party. 
They both won. 

This is only the second 
time in history that the Ameri- 
can people have elected a 
president of one party and a 
congress of another. Presi- 

‘dent Truman had a Republican 

Congress, but this was in 
an off year election. The trend 
at that time seemed to be to- 
ward the Republican ideo- 
logy, and definitely turned 
that way in the 1952. Although 
again in the off year, the 
people gave Ike a tum and 
elected a Democratic Cong- 
ress. If this is to be the trend 
in future elections, the poll- 
sters are going to have a hard 
time. 

At press time, Eisenhower 
had received 58 per cent of 
’ the popular vote, Stevenson 
42 per cent. Experts predict- 
ed a 69 per cent popular vote 
for Ike. 

Again at press time, in the 
senate contest over the na- 
tion, the Republicans had won 
9 seats, and are leading in8. 
Thirty of the seats are not at 
- stake. Democrats had won 12 
seats, and are leading in 6. 
Thirty-one Democratic ' seats 
are not at stake. If there is 
no upset, that will leave 49 
Democrats and 47 Republicans 


| ‘\! in the Senate. 


In races for the House of 
Representatives, 153 Demo- 
_ crats had been elected, with 
70 ieading. Ninety Republi- 
cans had been elected, while 
110 were leading. If the trend 
continues this will give the 
Democrats 223 seats in the 
Representatives 
and 200: Republicans seats. 

All in all, this election has 
been a strange one. Staunch 
partisan areas turned topsy 
turvy. New Jersey for instance, 


; . turned Republican in the Pres- 


'. idential contest. Yet in Guber- 
natorial races over the nation, 
more Democrats were elected. 
The same goes for Congress. 
In local issues latest press 
figures on propositions gave 
yes votes on numbers 1,3,5 
and 6. Numbers 4,7, and 10

Rumors that had been circulating stated that 
Adlai Stevenson had retired to his Chicago 
hotel room to prepare a statement of conces- 
sion, but his press agent refuted any such 
idea.

At 7 p.m., Eisenhower was leading with 
30 states and 345 electoral votes to Steven- 
son’s 10 states and 122 electoral votes. 
Popular vote showed Ike ahead with 5,382,000 
to Adlai’s 4,282,000. All predictions indi- 
cated that Ike should set a record vote. 

President Eisenhower expressed his hapi- 
ness with the election trend in his favor, con- 
sidering it a solid vote of confidence. Ike 
had definitely captured New York at 7:45.

At 8:30 p.m., Ike had won 440 electoral 
votes and 38 states. Stevenson trailed with 
76 electoral votes and 8 states. In the bids 
for governorships, the Democrats led 17 to 12. 
Proposition A, the Monterey County re- 
districting proposal, was being favored 194 


to 68 at 8:30 p.m. The nationwide popular 
vote at 8 p.m. showed Ike at 9,121,000 and 
Adlai at 7,045,000.

Shortly before 9 p.m., the United Press 
announced the victory of the Fisenhower- . 
Nixon ticket. With a record number of voters 
turning out, Ike watched returns from his 
room in the Sheraton Carlson Hotel in Wash- 
ington, confident of victory. A number of 
high cabinet officials waited with him and 
Mr. and Mrs. Nixon. A crowd of about 4,000 
people waited outside. 

In California, proposition 4 was being de- 
feated by a gigantic 60,000 votes. Kuchel 
was leading Richards in the Senatorial con- 
test. Propositions one, two, and three were 
passing, and proposition five was losing. 

At 9:30 p.m., Monterey county redistrict- 
ing proposal A was slowly being defeated, 
496 to 342. Teague was still leading. Stewart 
in the race for congress by about 7,000 
votes. | 

By 10 p.m. Ike had accumuleted a total 
popular vote of 18,984,000 while Stevenson 
carried 14,167,000. Ike was leading 40 
states to Adlai’s 7.

President Eisenhower addressed an over- 
joyed throng and renewed his promises for 
the future as he formally accepted his re- 


~ election last night. He received 58 per cent 


of the total vote. 

Propositions one, two, and three were pas- 
sing, and proposition four was assured de- 
feat, by 11 p.m. Number five was also passing 
at that time. In the nationwide Ike landslide, 
Louisiana went Republican for the first time, 
proving that the solid south was not quite that 
this year. 

At 11 p.m. in California, Kuchel was lead- 


‘ing Richards 226,118 to 203,843, and Teague 


was drubbing Stewart 20,940 to 12,818. In 
Monterey county, Hudson was defeating Bal- 
chin 1,787 to 1,474 for the post of County 
Supervisor. Proposition A was losing by 
1,753 votes.

Shortly after midnight: The Republicans 
had virtually conceded the House of Repre- 
sentatives to the Democrats. Republicans 
had 198 seats to the Democratic 232. The 
Senate race was still very tight.

ike Addresses 
Nation, Pledges 
Loyalty fo U. S. 


President Eisenhower was 
re-elected last night with 58 
per cent of the popular vote. 
At 1 a.m. this morning the 
popular -vote was 23,994, 244 
for Eisenhower, 17,57,847for 
Stevenson. Eisenhower was 
leading in 41 states with 457 
electoral votes. Stevenson 
was leading in 7 states with 
74 electoral votes. 

In a nationwide broadcast 
the President stated, ‘‘It is 
a heartwarming experience | 
to know your labors and ef- 
forts have achieved that level 
where they are approved by 
the United States in a vote!’’ 

Kisenhower expressed his 
thanks and gratitude for the 
confidence the nation has 
displayed in this election. To 
assure the nation that this 
trust is well founded he stat- 
ed, ‘‘It is my earnest prayer 
that nothing we can ever do 
or Shall ever do will betray 
that trust.’’ 

A new motto for the Repub- 
lican party was coined when 
the newly elected President 
said, ‘‘Modern Republicanism 
has now proved itself, and 
America has approved of Mod- 
em Republicanism.’’ He con- 
tinues that Modem Republic - 
anism will look to the future 
and will increase in power 
and influence for decades to 
come, and point the way to 
peace among nations and pros- 
perity at home.

Dr. G. Nettler Asks ‘Are Radicals Neurotic?’

Dr. Gwynn Nettler’s article ““Po- 
litical Opinion and Personal Se- 
curity” is being published in a na- 
tional journal of social psychology, 
Sociometry. Dr. Nettler is a lo- 
cal psychologist and lecturer at 
Monterey Peninsula College. 

Dr. Nettler asked the question, 
“Are radicals neuratic?” After test- 
ing almost 600 subsects of various 
political viewpoints, his conclusion 
is “Yes.” His subjects included 
students at Stanford University, 
Reed College, the University of 
Southern California, and Santa 
Barbara College. In addition Dr. 
Nettler examined persons active in 
politican: members of the Republi- 


the 


can, Democratic and Socialist par- 
ties in California. 

He concludes that there is a re- 
lationship between feelings of per- 
sonal insecurity and political-econ- 
oniic radicalism. 

Others questioned included ex- 
ecutives of several labor unions in 
Los Angeles such as the Interna- 
tional Ladies’ Garment Workers’ 
Union, the Hodearriers’ Union, and 
the International Machinists’ 
Union. And to round out his col- 
lection of political opinions and 
feelings of security, Dr. Nettler 
quizzed adults from all walks of 
life in southern and northern Cali- 
fornia cities. 


Communists, Communist - front 
groups and Trotskyites were also 
contacted, but their cooperation in 
the study could not be enlisted de- 
spite the fact that all responses 
were to be anonymous. 

“These groups were understand- 
ably suspicious of my motives,” Dr. 
Nettler said, “and suspected me of 
being an FBI man. The interviews 
with these groups, however, were 
most interesting. The Trotskyites 
lectured me- on social theory and 
the Communists asked me for my 
‘credentials’.” 

When the results from all the 
contributing groups were examin- 
ed, a significant relationship was 


discovered between political-econo- 
mic opinions and expressed feel- 
ings of insecurity. “Although there 
are exceptions,’ Dr. Nettler said, 
“there is a marked tendency for 
our secure subjects to endorse con- 
servative political and economic 
opinions.” 

However, Dr. Nettler was quick 
to point out that every radical need 
not be insecure. “Indeed,” he said, 
“those radicals who were active 
members of political parties—like 
out. Socialists — scored very se- 
curely. The insecure radicals seem 
to be those who are ‘lone wolves.’ 
Joining a political party often gives 
these people a credo, something to

“In our study,” Dr. Nettler in- 


dicated, “the devoutly — political, 
those of firm belief . left or 
right . .. were quite secure per- 
sonally. But out middle-of-the- 
roaders and ‘re-grouped’ radicals 
and liberals, these people seem 


more insecure. They are not so 
fortified by faith. 

Dr. Nettler is presently,at work” 
on a continuing study of the ways 
in which people “project” feelings 
about themselves onto: the world. ) 
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
